MEDICAL INSPECTION OF OUR SCHOOLS 


There were 185,000 deaths in Penn 


sylvE.nia duiing 1918, according to a 
brief review of the yeais work of the 
State Department of Health made 
today by Acting Health Commission- 
er B. Franklin Royer. This marked 
the. highest death rate ever known in 
the State. While the data for 1918 
are not entirely completed. Dr. "W. R. 
Batt. State registrar of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, reported that last 
^^•ears mortality rate will be approx- 
•Smately 21.6, as compared with 14.8 


in 1917. 
The increase is due entirely to the 


epidemic of influenza, which claimed 
a total of more than 50,000 lives in 
Pennsylvania since last September. 
Tie greater portion of this •mortality, 
according to Doctor Royer, occurred 
in those aged between twenty and 
forty years. Had it not been for the 
great number of victims of this di- 
sease the mortality rate would have 
been lower than in 1917. 
Discussing the war activities of the 
department during 1918, Doctor Roy- 
er says: 
"Special attention was directed to 
sanitary and public health conditions 
in til the zones around the war in- 
dustries. 
"The department has managed the 
important work of mosquito exter- 
mination in the Hog Island district, 


thiough which it was made possible 
to continue work at the great ship- 
yards during the summer months. 
The department also co-operated with 
the shipyards at Cornwells and Bris- 
tol in obtaining special water supplies 
and sewerage systems. 
The soldiers who have returned 


from the army because they were 
found to be tubercular have been 
followed up by the dispensary system 
of the State Health Department, and 
treatment 
has been 
furnished in 


many cases. The activities of the de- 
partment 'for the care and prevention 
of tuberculosis have increased over 
the last year. 


In every portion of the State the 
Health Departments county medical 
inspector and dispensary men have 
served upon the district draft board. 
Medical inspection of schools in

TIRES IN WINTER 


How to Preserve Rubber When Car 


is Stored 


Owners of the lordly twelve and 
the humble flivver alike are confront- 
ed with the question of the proper 
care of auto tires in the winter time 
and to them a few suggestions which 
will result in Increased tire mileage 
•will be of undobted interest. 
Some owners put their cars up for 


winter, 'Others use their car only 


occasionally, while an increasing pro- 
portion divide the entire 12 months 
of the year. In each case the tires 
must he looked aifter. Those motor- 
ibts who 'drive, now and Chen should 
jack urp all four wheels of the car 
until they are free of the floor. Also 
tie tires should !be deflated with only 
enough adr to round them out. Wood 
en horses may he used -by slipping 
them under the axle wltih assistance 
of a ja«k. Tihis 'practice is necessary 
only wihea the car is laid up for a 
peri d of a month or more. 
Aulomolbiles laid up for the entire 


Winter should have their tires re- 
jnoved from 
the rims and stored 
separately in a dark room, kept ait 
a medium temperature. 
If a dark 
room is not available the ^irea can 
be covfered with burlap or canvas 
Great care should be exercised in 
storing tires. Casings should be clean 
ed, analonig sure they are free from 
oil, and aill holes filled up with tire 
putty—the larger cuts should be vul- 
canized. Wirap eadh tire in heavy pap- 
er and throw a cover over *he pile of 
tires. Temperature of the room in 
which the tire are kept should not be 
higher than 65 degrees. They should 
never be put away in a damp condi- 
tion.

USE SELF-FEEDERS FOR H06S 


Device Will Give as Good Results •« 


Most Expert Hand Feeder—Tim* 


•nd Labor Saved. 


(Prepared by the United Stales Depart- 


ment at Agriculture.) 


By means of Ihe self-feeder the av- 


erage fanner will have as good results 
as the most expert hand-feeder, and 
ihe results will be obtained at much 
le.ss expense of time and labor. For 
the average farmer there is little doubt 
which method is- the more economical, 
for the self-feeding system is advan- 
tageous in every respect. Its use re- 
suits, first, in larger daily gains in.live 
weight, bringing the pigs to a market- 
able size ni an earlier date; second, 
feed Is consumed more rapidly, and 
consequently gains ore more rapid; 
jind, third, as there is an actual saving 
in tlic amount of feed required to pro- 
duce 1.00 pounds of gain, It Is shown 
that the Increased feed consumption 
jind the more rapid daily gains are not 
m:ide a i: the expense of efficient use of 
the feed. 
On the contrary, a smaller 


iiinotint of feed Is consumed in making 
liork, which is n fact of extreme im- 
portance -at present. The last and one 
of the moat important advantages to 
'lie fsrmer Rt this time Is the saving of 
):il«or, for although dally watch must 
he kept on the self-feeder to see that

may be adapted to handle ear corn, 
but such a feeder nnist be. of large 
size and heavily ma.de in order to hold 
sufficient grain to feed a bunch of 
hogs several daj'S without refilling. 


In order that 4he self-feeder- may 


readily be. .adapted to different, -kinds 
of grains i,t should be constructed with 
some means'of regulating- the opening 
through which the feed,.passes.- For 
example, corrimeal or barley requires 
a smaller opening to'"prevent too rapid 
a flow of. grain.than is required in the 
case of shelled com. A well-construct- 
ed self-feeder' vvili, last a, number of 
years; and'-as it.may not .always be 
convenient' to. feed , the same, .grain 
every season some provision ifiust be 
ma.de to accommodate -different, six.es 
of grains.

Care should be taken to see that the 


self-feeder is always supplied with 
each feed, for if one part of the ration 
is, missing the pigs will naturally ear. 
an increased amount of any other 


:••>. :iilable nutriclil, and in snob a fuse 
will make very poor use of It. For ex- 
ample, when tankage and shelled <-orii 
constitute the ration, if corn were lo 
become exhausted the shoats would 
naturally eai ;\ very large amount of 
tankage, whic'u would not only fail to 
produce rapid gains, but would in-

FINE FEATHERS 


By HELEN C. WHITE. 


Table Scraps Make Eggs. 


There i-- a. certain amount of table 
scraps and kitchen waste which has 
feeding value but which, if not fed, 
find its way into the garbage pail, in 
every household, no matter how eco- 
nomical the housewife. 


Poultry is the only class of domestic 


animals which is suitable for convert- 
ing this waste material, right where 
it is produced in the city, into whole- 
some nutritious food in the form of 
eggs and poultry meat. 


In many parts of the country, espe- 


cially on farms , chicken is probably 
much cheaper than beef, as only the 
cost of production needs to be con- 
sidered. 
Wlhen chickens, and, for that 
matter, any poultry, can be raised with 
little labor and can find most of their 
food, or use up otherwise useless table
